There was ‘on board the cars a committed 
from Newark, consisting of the Mayor of that 
city, Joseph P, Bradley, Esq,, and the Presiden@ 
ond other members of Councils, together with 
eight additional citizens, These and the Mayor 
of Washington and other civilians occupied 
seats in the front car. 

Next in order were the Senators and members 
of the House of Representatives, with their re- 
gpective officers. Then followed the Iowa and 
Illinois delegations and representatives of the - 
several States and Territories. The guard of 
honor occupied the next car, and after this waa 
that containing the remains of the late Presi- 
sident and his little son Wiblie. The last cay 
was occupied by Rear-Admiral Davis, Major< 
Generals Dix and Hunter, Brigadier-General 
Townsend, Assistant Adjutant-General of the 
United States Army (Adjutant-General Thomas 
is detained at home by sickness), Brevet Briga« 
dier-General Barnard, Generals Caldwell, Eaton, 
-Ramsey, Major Field, of the Marine Corps, Cap- 
tain Taylor and Captain Penrose, and other 
army and navy officers. 

At a few minutes past four o'clock the train 
left the Kensington station and soon reached 
Bristol, where several hundred persons had as= 
sembled. The sun was now rising in its fulk 
glory, beautifully illuminating the rural scene, 

Goyernor*Parker came on board at the Stata 
line at Morrisyille with his staff, consisting of 
Adjutant-General R. F, Stockton, Quarters 
master-General Perrin, and others of his staff,/ 
They were accompanied by U.S. Senator John 
P. Stockton, Rey. Henry Miller, and Oolonel 
Murphy, and werereceived by Governor Curtin, 
of Pennsylvania; who had joined the funeral 
party at Harrisburg. \ 

‘The Delaware River was crossed at 534 o’clockS 
As the train passed throngh Trenton the bells 
‘| were tolled. Immense throngs of spectators 
had gathered on every hill-top, and the line of 
road, and other advantageous points were occu- 
pied. The train proceeded onward until iw 
reached the station, where it stopped for thirty 
minutes, . 

‘The population were assembled in much larger 
numbers, for this was a much more attractive 
point. The station was elaborately. festooned,’ 
and the national banner deeply draped. 

A detachmentof the Veteran Corps was dra\ 
up in line on the platform, showing that thi

HENRY WARD BEECHER ON 
THE ASSASSINATION. 


Touching Tribute to the Martyr President. 


THE LIFE OF THLE LAMENTED DEAD. 


Full Report of the Eloquent Sermon. 


On Friday morning last, Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher and party returned from their incom- 
pleted Southern trip, and met with his parish 
that evening at prayers, In consequence of the 
announcement in Saturday's Zimes that Mr. 
Beecher would deliver an address on Sabbath 
morning, appropriate to the season of national 
bereavement, a vast multitude gathered about 
the doors at Plymouth Church, thronging 
Orange and Cranberry streets, so that passing 
‘was impossible. The church doors open at ten 
volock usually, but at that time the efficient 
clerk of the soclety, Mr. Weld, and his many 
assistants, had more work on their hands than 
they could easily attend to. The people would 
go In, ond although strenuous efforts were made 
to keep up to areasonable hour the pews for 
their owners, the orowd had their own way and 
Nled the church to overflowing. 

Thousands were turned away, and hundreds 
hung about the outer door in the vain hope of 
hearing. The church was very neatly and of- 
fectingly draped in black and white, and upon 
the pastor's desk was placed a basket of beauti- 
ful flowers, At half-past ten Mr. Beecher went 
to his platform, the whole of which was occu- 
pied by men and women, while small boys 
[ringed the front. 

Afier the reading of the 90th Psalm, and con- 
ducting the ordinary services of invocation and 
praise, Mr, Beecher delivered the following 

Sermon, 
Taking for his text the first five verses of the 
last chapter of Deuteronomy:. 


1, And Moses went up from the plains of Moab, unto 
thé Mountain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is 
pveraxainst Jericho; and the lord showed him the 
Jand 0) Gileadyunto Dan. 

2 And all Naphtali,and the land of Ephraim ana 
Manusseh, and wil the Iand of Judah, unto the utmost 


i. And the South, and the plain of the valley of Jeri- 
cho, the city of palm trees, unto Zonr, 

4. And tho Lord said unto him, This is the Jand which 
Tsware unto Abraliam, unto Tsauc, and unto Jacob, 
yaying I Wiil give it unto thy seed; J have caused thea 
foace It with thine eyes, bur thou abalt not go over 

y ..5. So Moses, the seryantof the Lord, died there in 
the Jand of Moab, according to the word of the Lord. 

There is no historic figure more noble than 
that of the Jewish lawgiver. After many thou- 
fand years,the figure of Moses is not diminished 
but stands up against the background o! 
early days, distinct and Individual as if helived 
but yesterday. There is scarcely another event 
in history more touching than his death. He 
had borne the grent burdens of state for forty 
years, Shaped the Jews toa nation, filled out 
heir civil and Yeligious polity, administered 
thelr laws, and Caled their steps, or dwelt with 
them in all their sojourning in the wilderness, 
had mourned in their punishment, kept ste} 
with their marches and led them in wars, until 
the end of their labors drew nigh, the last stages 
were reached, and Jordan only lay between 
thei and the promised land. 

The Promised Lind! Oh, what yearnings had 
heaved his breast for that Divinely promised 
plage He had dreamed of it by night, andmused 
by day; it was holy, and endeared os God's fa- 
yored spot; it was to be the cradle of an illustri- 
ous history. All his long, laborious and now 
weary life, he had aimed at this as the consum- 
mation of every desire, the reward of every toil 
ond pain. Then came the word of the Lord to 
him, “Thou must notgo over. Get thee up into 
the mountain, look upon ft, anddie.”” From that 
silent summit the hoary leader gazed to the 
North, tothe South, to the West, with hungry 
eyes. The dim outlines rose up, the hazy re- 
vesses spoke of quiet valleys, With eager long- 
tng, with sad resignation, he looked upon the 

romised land, that was now the forbidden land. 

t wasa moment's anguish. He forgot all his 
personal wants and drank In the vision of his 
poopie home. His work was done. There lay 

od's promise fulfilled. There was the seat of 
coming Jerusalem, there the cify of Jehovah's 

King, the sphere of judges and prophets, the 
mount of sorrow and salvation, the count 
whence were to fly blessings to all mankind. 
Joy chased sadness from May feature, and the 
prophet Jaid him down and died, 

Again, a Arent leader of the people has 
through toil, sorrow, battle and war, an 
near to the promised Iand of peace, into which 
he might not pass over, Who shall recount our 
martyr's sufferings for the people? Since the 
November of 1860, his horizon Bas been black 
with storms, By day and by night he trod its 
way of danger and darkness.- On his shoulders 
rested aGovernment, dearer to him than his 
own life. Atits life millions were striking at 
home; upon us foreign eyes were lowered, and 
it stood like a lone island im a sea full of storms, 
and every tideand wave seemed eager to deyour 
it, Upon thousands of hearts great sorrows and 
anxieties have rested, but upon not one such 
and in such measure, as upon that simple, 
trathfal, noble soul, our faithful and sainted 
Lincoln. Never rising to the enthusiasm of 
more impassioned natures in hours of oper 
and never sinking with the mercurial in the 
hours of defeapto the depths of despondency, he 
beld on with unmovable patience and fortitude, 

utting caution against hope that it might not 

e/premature, and hope against caution that it 
might not yield to dread and danger, He 
Wrestled eee Uc y through four biack and 
dreadfal purgatorial years, when God was cleans- 
ing the sins of this people as by fire. 

‘At last the watchman beheld the grey dawn. 
The mountains began to give forth their forms 
from out of the darkness, and the East came 
rushing toward us with arms full of joy for all 
pursorrows. ‘Then it was for him to be glad ex- 
ceedingly that had sorrowed immeasurably. 
Peace could bring to no other heartsuch joy, 
Buch rest, such honor, such trust, such gratitude.

He but looked upon it as Moses looked upon the 
promised land, ‘Phen the wail of a nation pro- 
claimed that beihad gone from among us, Not 


thine the sorrow, but ours. Sainted soul, thou 
hast indeed entered the promised rest, while we 
are yet on the march, To us remains the 1pck- 
ing of the deep, ‘the storm upon the land, days of 
duty and nights of watching; but thou art 
sphered high above all daricness and fear, be- 

‘ond all sorrow or Weariness, Rest, oh weary 

eart! Rejoice exceedingly, thou’ that hast 
enough suffered, Thou hast’ beheld Him who 
invariably Jed thee in this great wilderness; 
Thou standest among the elect; around thee 
are the royal men that haye ennobled human 
life in every age; kingly art thou, with glory on 
thy brow a8 adiadem, and joy is upon thee for 
evermore! 

Over all this land, over all the little cloud of 
years that now from thine infinite horizon 
Waver back from thee as a spark, thon art lifted 
upas high as the star is above the clouds that 
hide us, bat neverreach it. In the goodly com- 
pany of Mount Zion thou shall find that rest 
which so many haye sought in vain, and thy 
ame, an everlasting name in heaven, shail 
flourish in fragrance and'beauty as long As men 
shall last upon the earth, or hearts remain to 
revere truth, fidelity and goodness. Never did 
two such orbs of experience meet in one hemis- 
phere as the joy and sorrow of the same week in 
this land. The joy was as sudden as if no man 
had expected it, and as entrancoing as if it had 
fallen from heaven. It rose up oyer sobriety, 
and swept business from its moorings, and ran 
down through the land in Irresistible course, 
Men wept and embraced each other; they sang 
or prayed, or, deeper yet, could ‘only think 
thanksgiving and weep gladness, 

That peace was sure, that Government was 
firmer than ever, the land was cleansed of 
plague, that ages were opening to our footsteps 

nd we were to begin a march of blessings, that 
Brood was stannched and scowling enmities 
sinking like spent storms beneath the horizon; 
that the dear fatherland, nothing lost, much 
gained, was to rise 9 in unexampled honor 

ong the nations of the earth—these thoughts, 

a that undistinguishable throng of fancies, 
nd hopes,and desires, and yearnings, that filled 
the soul with tremblings like the heated air of 

midsummer days—all these kindled up such a 

surge of Joy as no words may describe. In on 
hour, joy lay without a pulse, without a gleam, 
or breath. A sorrow came that swept through 
the land, as huge storms sweep through the fo- 
“yest and field, rolling thunder along the sicies, 

disheveling the flames and daunting every 
ger in the thickeb or foKeBH and pouring

ie maountals, Did eyer so many hearts in 50 


briefa time touch two such boundless feelinzs? 
It was the ulfermostof joy and the uttermost 
of sorrow—noon and midnight, without space 


between. 
The blow brought nota sharp pang. Tt wasso 
terrible that at first it stunned sensibility. Citi- 


zens were like men awakened at midnight by 


to get strength to feel. They wandered in the 
strect ns if groping after some impending dread 
or undeveloped sorrow. They met each other 
as if each would ask the other, “Am I awake, or 
doIdream?” There was a piteous helplessness. 
Strong men bowed down and wept. Other and 
common griefs belong to some onein chief, they 
are private property; but this was each man’s 
and every man’s, Every virtuous household in 
the land felt as if its first-born were gone. Men 
tookithome, Thoy were bereaved, and walked 
for days as if a corpse lay unburied in their 
dwellings. There was nothing else to think of, 
they could speak of nothing but that, and yet of 
that they could speak only falteringly. All 
business was laid aside, pleasure forgot to smile. 

The city for nearly a week ceased to roar, and 
the great Leviathan laid down and was still. 
yen Avarice stood still and Greed was 
strangely moved to generous sympathy with 
universal sorrow. ‘or to his name monu- 
ments, found charitable institutions, and with 
his name above their heights, but no monu- 
ment will ever equal the universal, spontaneous 
andsnblime sorrowthatin a moment sweptdown 
lines and parties, and covered up animosities, 
ond in an hour brought adivided people with 
unity of grief and indivisible fellowship of an- 
guish! For myself, I cannot yet command 
that quietness of spirit needed fora just and 
temperate delineation of 8 man whom goodness: 
had made great. I pass, then, to some conside- 
rations aside from the martyr President's cha- 
racter, reserving that for a future occasion, 
which are appropriate to this time aud place. 
And, first, let us not mourn that his departure 
Was sosudden, nor fill our imagination with 
horror at its method, When good men pray for 
deliverence from hidden death, it is only that 
they may not be plunged, without preparation, 
and all disrobed, into the:presence of the Judge. 

Men Jpng eluding and evading sorrow, when 
suddenly overtaken, seem enchanted to make 
itgreat to the uttermost—a habitwhich is not 
Christian, although it is doubtless natural. 
When one is ready to depart, suddenness is a 
blessing, It is a painful sight to seo a tree over- 
thrown bya tornado, wrenched from its founda- 
tion and broken down like a reed; but it is yet 
more painful to see a vast and venerable tree 
lingering with vain strife, when age and in- 
firmity have marked it for destruction. The 
process of decay is o spectacle hymiliating and 
painful; but it seems good and grand for one 
to go from duty done with pulse high, with 
strength full’ and nerve strong, terminating a 
noble life ina fitting manner. Nor are we with- 
out Soripture warrant for these thoughts: “Let 
your loins be girded about. s. Blessed 
are those servants whom the Lord, when He 
cometh, shall find watching.” * © * Not 
those who die in a stupor are blessed, but they 
Who go with all theia powers about them, and 
wide awake, as tola wedding. He died watch- 
ing. He died with armor on. In the midst of 
hours of labor, in the very heart of patriotic 
consultations, just returned from camps and 
council, he was stricken down. 

No feyerdried his blood, no slow waste con- 
sumed him. All at once, in full strength and 
manhood, with his girdle tightabouthim, he de- 
parted, and walks with God. Norwas the man- 
ner of his death more shocking, if we will sur- 
round it with higher associations, Have not 
thousands of soldiers fallen on the fleld of battle 
by the bullets of an enemy, and didnot he? AlL 
soldiers that fall ask to depart in the hour of 
yictory, and at such an hour he fell. ‘There was 
nota poor drummer boy in all this war, that has 
fallen, for whom the great heart of Lincoln 
would not haye bled; there is not one private 
soldier without note or name slain among thou- 
sands and hid in the ie among hundreds, with- 
out even the memoriAl of a separate burial, for 
whorn the President would not have wept. He 
was a mnan from and of the people, and now that 
he who might not bear the march, the toil and 
battle, with these humble citizens, has been 
called to die by the bullet, as they were, do you 
not feel that there is a peculiar fitness to his na- 
ture and life, that he should in death be joined 
with them in a final common experience? For 
oyself, when any eyentissusceptible ofa nobler 
garnishing, Icannot understand the nature or 
character of those who seek rather to drag it 
down, degrading and debasing, rather than en- 
nobling and sanctifying it. 

Secondly: This blow wag but the expiring re- 
bellion; and asa miniature gives all the form 
and features of its subject, so, epitomized in this 
foul act, we find the whole nature and disposi- 
tion of slavery. It begins in a wanton destruc- 
tion of ali human rights, and in the desecration 
of all the sanctities of heart and home. It can 
be maintained only at the sacrifice of every 
right moral feoling in its abettors and uphold- 
ers. Itisa Eye eabecin cra cutting both ways, 
desolating alike the oppressed and the oppres- 
sor, and paclen ty: destroying manhood in the 
Yictim, it insidiously destroys manhood in the 
master, Noman bomen bred under the infiu- 
ence of the accursed hing can possibly main- 
tain his manhood, and ‘I would as soon look for 
a saint in the darkness ofperdition as fora man 
of honor in this hot-bed of iniquity. The pro- 
blem is solved, 1ts demonstration is complete. 
Slavery wastes its victims, it wastes estates. It 
Desttoya public morality, it corrupts manhood 
in its centre. Communities in which it exisi 
are not to be trusted. Its products are rotten, 
No timber grown in its cursed soil is fit for the 
pbs) of our ship of state or for our household

The people are selfish in their patriotism, and 
brittle; whoever leans them for anes is 

jierced in his haud, Theirhonor is not honor, 

ut a bastard qunitt which disgraces the name 
of honor, and for all time the honor of the sup- 
porters of slayery will be throughout the earth 
a byword and a asin ‘Their whole moral 
nature is death-smitten. The needless Rebellion, 
the treachery of its leaders to oaths and trusts, 
their violations of the commonest principles o! 
fidelity, sitting in Senates, Councils and places 
of trust, only to betray them; the long, general 
and unparalleled cruelty to prisoners, without 
provocation or excuse; their unreasoning malig- 
nity and flerceness, all mark the symptoms of 
the disease of slavery, that is a deadly poison) 
tosouland body. There may be exceptions, of 
course, butas a rule malignity isthe nature and 
the essence, Slavery is itself barbarous, and the 
nation which upholds and protects it is like- 
wise barbarous. [tis fit that its expiring blow 
should be made to tale away from men the last 
forbearance, the last pity, and fire the soul with 
invincible determination that the breeding 
ground of such mischiefs and monsters shall be 
utterly and forever destroyed. 

It needed not that the assassin should put on 
paper his belief in slayery. He was but the 
singe the monster slavery which has struck 
this blow, and as long as ‘this nation lasts, it 
will not be forgotten that we have had our 
“Martyr President,” nor while Heaven holds 
high court or Hell rots beneath, willit be for- 
gotten that slavery murdered him. 

Third: This blow was aimed at the life of 
government and of the nation. Lincoln was 
siain, but America was meant. The man 
was cast down, but the Government was 
smitten at. The President was killed, but 
national life-breathing freedom and benig- 
nity was sought. He of IlJinois, as a privat 
man, might haye been detested, but it was 
because he represented the cause of just. goyern- 
ment, liberty and kindness, he was Slain. It 
was 4 crime against universal government and 
was aimedatall. Not more was it at us than at 
England or France or any well compacted go- 
yernment, It was aimed at mankind. The 
whole world will repudiate it and stigmatize it 
asa deed without a redeeming ‘feature. It was 
not the deed of the oppressed, stag des | 
by the cruelty of the OD PEBRRET it was not the 
avenging hand against the heart of a despot; it 
was the exponent, of a venomous hatred of 
liberty, and the ayowed advocacy of slayery. 

Mr. Beecher illustrated the point by a report 
of the interview between Governor Pickens and 
Lieutenant Talbot, a few days prior to the at- 
tack on Fort Sumter, wherein Pickens admitted 
that the South had really no cause of complaint; 
but that the leaders, hoping to deceive the people, 
had manufactured the necessary indignation at 
Northern insults, and were determined to sepa- 
rate, even though confessedly without good 
grounds.] 

Fourth. But the blow has signally failed. The 
cause is not stricken, but sirengthened; men 
hate slavery the more and loye fiberty: better, 
The nation is dissolyed, but only in tears, and 
stands more square and solid to-day than any 
pyramid in ay pte The Government is not 
weakened, it is strengthened. How readily and 
easily the ranks closed a We shall be more 
true to every instinct of liberty, to the Consti- 
tution, and tothe principles of universal free- 
dom, 'Where, in any other community, the 
crowned iead being stricken by the hand ofan 
nssassin, would the funds have stood firm as 
did ours, nob wavering the half of one per cent.? 

After four years of drastic war, of heavy dratis 
upon the people, on top of all, the yery head of 
the nation is stricken down, and the funds 
never quivered, but stand os firm as the granite 
ribs in the mountains.

Give him 
place, ye prairies! In the midst of this great 
continent, his dust shall rest.a sacred treasure 
to myriads who shall pipe to that shrine, to 
kindle anew their zeal and patriotism. Ye 
winds that move over the mighty spaces of the 
West, chant bis requiem! Yo people, behold a 
Martyr whose blood, as articulate words, pleads 
for fidelity, for law, for liberty. 

At the conclusion of the discourse, auEing 
which many of the congregation were’ affecte 
to tears, Mr. Beecher offered another prayer, a 
hymn of victory was sung, and the services 
closed with a benediction.

THE GREAT ASSASSINATION. 


We continue to-day oursummary of facts con- 
nected with the great assassination and its 
authors:— 

Arrival of Atzeroth and Cousin at Wash- 
ington, 


At twenty-five minutes past ten Apat night the 
train brought George Andreas Atzeroth and 
Ernst Hartmann Richter, arrested about four 
o'clock yesterday morning at Richter's farm, 
near Middleburg Post Office, Montgomery co., 
Maryland, They were received at the depot b; 
Colonel T, Ingraham and Captain William N. 
Wermerskirch, and taken to a safe place. Rich- 
th stated that Atzeroth, who was his cousin, 
slépt on the 1ith instant at the Pennsylvania 
House, formerly the Kimmel House, in Ostreet; 
that he left Washington on Saturday and wen 
to Rockville by stage, there hired a buggy, drove 
to Gettysburg, and then rode on o iarmer’s 
wagon to Kloppersville, where he arrived late at 
night, and remained till next morning; thence 
he walked to Richter's farm. Atzeroth is 
twenty-elght years old, five feet five inches in 
height, has a swarthy complexion, and dark 
hair, moustache and imperial. He seems to be 
shrewd, and was very reserved in his ans\ers. 
Richtersaid he had nof seen him for about three 
months until he came to his farm on Sunday 
last.— Washington paper, April 20. 

"Harold and Atzeroth. 
From the Washington Star, April 2. 

Dayld Harold is well known in the Sixth 
Ward, he being the son of the late A. G. Harold, 
who for many years was the principal clerk in 
the naval store. We believe that he was edu- 
cated here and at Charlotte Hall, St, Mary's 
county, Maryland, and until recently was a clerk 
in 4 drug store in the Sixth Ward. Ho has been 
knéwn as a sympathizer with the South; but no 
one suspec’ that he would go to any desperate 
lengths in her behalf. 

He had been out of employment for some time 
aah (ove managed to keep a horse—a yery fast- 
pacing animal—at Pope's stables, on K Street, 
south, which he took outof the stableabout sun- 
down on Friday nightJast. As he mounted and 
rode out, he sung out to those in charge of the 
stable, “if any one asks for me, tell them I've 
gone to New York.” On thesame afternoon he 
told some of his acquaintances that he was going 
to St. Mary’s county. 

Within a month or two back he spent much of 
his time with Booth, and it seemed to his friends 
that he had suddenly become infatuated with 
Booth, and no longer than Tuesday last one of 
his acquaintances asked him how he had be- 
come 80 thick with Booth, to which he replied, 
“Oh, Booth is a good fellow.” 

It willbe recollected that a man, plving his 
name as Harld, (doubtless Harold), hired a roan 
horse at Naylor's stables on the afternoon ofthe 
murder, and that afterwards aman named At- 
zerard, or Atzeroth, left a horse atthe stable, 
telling the ostler to have it ready at ten o'clock, 

Harold is about twenty-two or twenty-three 
years ofage, five feet five or six inches in height, 
dark complexioned, smooth, full face, dark 
brown hair, which is worn short, and dari blue 
eyes. . 

Supposed Attempt of Booth to Cross the 
Potomac. 
From the Washington Star, Aprit 20. 

Passengers arrived at Washington on Thurs- 
day morning from Point Lookout report that on 
Wednesday, nighta person hearing the exact 
description-of J. Wilkes | th had made pre- 

rations to cross the river a short distance be- 
low that place, having engaged a colored man 
to ferry him across; but the boat being inter- 
cepted, he made a hasty return tothe Maryland 
shore, The colored man was captured, how- 
eyer, and is now a prisoner at the Point. Onr 
cavalry is on the track of the fugitive, who is 
still lurking in the yicinity, and his capture is 
considered certain, ‘ 
Evidence Concerning Booth’s Accomplice 

Mr. W.S. Burch, of No. 333 F street, gives us 
the following information:— Ss 

His residence, aboye named, fronts on F 
street, opposite the Catholic church, between 
Ninth and Tenth streets. The lot upon which 
his residence stands runs back toa vacant lot, 
which extends to the rear of the buildings (ad- 
joining Ford’s Theatre) on Tenth street’ north- 
ward, and also directly in the rear of the thea- 
tre. Adjoining his residence on I" street east- 
ward is a-vacant lot, fented in (which we will 
designate as A), which runs back toa line with 
the northern boundary of the vacant area di- 
rectly in the rear of the theatre, the eastern 
fence of which runs a little beyond the western 
wall of the Breeprgem of the theatre. 

Considerably east of the residenco of Mr. 
Burch, a payed alley opens upon I street, and 
runs back in the popre of an L, which leads to 
the yacant area in the rear of the fenced lot 
fronting on T° street; and also of Mr. Burch’s 
residence. In said yacant area, on the night of 
the murder of President Lincoln, within a few 
feet of the door of the greenroom of the theatre, 
stood Booth's horse. 

A person standing close by the wall of the 
greenroom would note readily obseryed from 
either of the houses on I'street or Tenth street 
north of the theatre, 

On F street, on account of the deep excavation 
made by the enger railway, there is a board 
fence, erated by the corporation, along the edge 
of the sidewalk, to prevent persons from wall: 

off. Doring the afternoon or evening of the 
14th aboard was remoyed from this fence in 
front of the vacant lot fronting on M street, and 
at ten o'clock two lodgers at No. 381 I street ob- 
served a horse standing tied in front of said lot, 
in the street, oppualta Where the board had been 
removed from thie corporation fence. The fence 
around the vacant lot is near six feet high. 

Shortly before the shooting of President Lin- 
coin by Booth the family at the residence of Mr. 
Bureh heard shrill whistling in the gear of the 
theatre several times, and finally one whistle 
sounding much louder than those preceding it. 
In a few seconds after ta ya eare. considerable 
nolse at the front fence of the lot adjoining the 
house, anda jumpanda runacross the pave- 
ment in front of the lot, and immediately after 
the sound of horses’ hoofs on the bed of the rail- 
rond track, a8 of & person riding very rapidly 
along F street to Ninth.

An Actor Arrested for Looking Like 
Booth. 
From the Chicago Times, April 21. 

A very singular arrest was made on Wednes- 
day evening, one that at first caused no little 
excitement, ‘but upon examination was the 
cause of considerable mirth and laughter, 
About nine o!cloci a soldier, in breathless haste 
and nervous anxiety, rushed into the Central 

olice station and told Secretary Scott that he 

had ee seen the infamous murderer, J. Wilkes 

Booth, on Clark street, incompany with Mr. 
Pratt, of McVicker’s Theatre. rT, Scott at first 
laughed at the idea,but the soldier was positive. 
He said that he had once, while Booth was play- 
ing on engagement at McVicker'’s, been an 
attache at the theatre, and that he knew Booth 
very well, and was positive that he had just 
seen him. Mr, Scott at once asked the:soldier 
why he had not Icilled him on the spot, when 
the soldier answered that he would have done 
so but he was unarmed. Still doubting, Mr. 
Scott went in search of the parties, and soon 
found Mr. Pratt and the supposed villain Booth, 
in a restaurant on Clarik street. 

The companion of Mr. Pratt looked very much 
like the picture of the infamous assassin which 
Mr, Scott had in his possession, and he exactly 
answered the description which the soldier had 
given of him. Mr. Scott requested Mr. Pratt to 
come over with him to the Central Station, as 
he wished to see him, and also asked him to in- 
vite his friend to accompany them. When the 
three arrived at the station, the stranger was 
informed that he was under arrest as the assas- 
sin of Mr. Lincoln. Had o thunderbolt from 
Heaven struck him, the accused could not have 
been more surprised. He had no difficulty, 
however, in convincing the officials thal 
they were mistaken, and that the supposed 
Booth was none other than Mr. J. F. Nagle, the 
pocampal leading actor at McVicker's Thea- 
tre. Notwithstanding the innocence of the ac- 
cused, 80 determined were the officials to 
ish all men who resembled Booth, they declared 
that they would, and actually did, bring him to 
his beer, when a general good time was enjoyed

Tt proved, however, to be without the least 
foundation, and originated from the fact that a 
tin mug, used by soldiers for drinking their cof- 
fee, had been found under the carriage of the 
undertaker, which immediately preceded tha 
hearse. In the mug was a lot of coffee grounds, 
and this is what is reported to be gunpowder. 

Itseoms that some of the guard around Inde- 
pendence Hall,who were notrelieved from duty, 
had their rations furnished them, among other 
things: given. pene hot coffee. After disposing 
of the coffe® several of the men threw 
their mugs away, as a number of them wero 
afterwards picked up lying around the street, 
One of these mugs filled with coffee found ita 
way under the undertalcer’s carringe, and soon

Railroad first mortgage bonds were firm at 102, 
and the second mortgage at 97.

We agree with a cotemporary that “the Goy- 
ernment is and will for a long time to come be 
dependent upon popular loans at par, and in 
order to insure the success of these the money 
markets at the great centres must remain free 
from embarrassment, The national banks are 
constantly adding to the volume of the cur- 
rency, and the smaller denominations of seyen- 
thirty notes are likewise assisting the inflation, 
many of them being used as curréncy; and so 
long as the publio expenditures largely exceed 
the revenue this state of things must continue. 
To talk of contracting the currency now, with a 
view to the speedy resumption of specie pay- 
ments, is absurd, because impossible, even if 
‘We suppose peace to be entirely restored at the 
present moment. The total receipts forinternay 
revenue from the Ist of July to the Ist of April 
were only $159,664,846; and, after allowing for 
future receipts to the end of June next, the 
amount is estimated at less than two hundred 
millions for the fiseal year, Our expenditures 
oflate haye been about a thousand millions a 
year in excess of thissum. During the inter¥al 
between October and April they averaged two 
millions three hundred and thirty-three thou- 
sand dollarsa day beyond the reyenue. How 
far theamendments to the law passed at the 
end of the last session of Congress may improve 
the revenue receipts remains to be seen.” 

In Railroad shares there was very little spirit 
except in Reading Railroad, which sold up to 
6334, an advance of 1; Camden and Amboy Rail- 
road sold down to 128, a decline of 114; Pennsyl- 
yania Railroad gold at 58, no change; Lehigh 
Valley Railroad at 624, a decline of 4%; Little 
Schuylkill Railroad at8214, no change; Hunting- 
don and Broad Top Railroad at 20; with 5634 bid 
for Norristown Railroad; 66% for Minehill; 2 
for North Pennsylvania; 21 for Catawissa Pre- 
ferred, and 18 for Philadelphia and Erle.

The following is an official copy of the act 
authorizing the coinage of three cent pleces and 
for other oses, It will be seen that in future 
all the gold, silver and copper coin of the United 
States are to bear the motto, “In God we trust.” 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America, in Congress 
assembled, That 80 soon as practicable after the pas- 
of this act there shall be coined at the mint of the 
United States a three cent pleco, composed of copper 
and nickel tn such proportions, not exceeding twenty- 
five per centum of nickel, as shall be determined by 
the Director ofthe Mint, the standard welght of whic! 
shall be thirty grains, with no Rreater deviation than 
four grains to each piece; and the shape, mottoes, and 
devices of said coin shall be determined by the Direc- 
tor of the Mint. withthe approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, And the laws now in force relating to 
the coinage of cents, and providing for the purchase of 
material and peace DIne: the appropriate duties of the 
officers of the Mint and the Secretary of the Treasury 
beand the same are hereby extended to the coinage 
herein provided for, 

Settion2 And be it further enacted, That all laws 
now in force relating to the coins of the United States, 
and the striking and coinage of the same, shall so far 
as applicable be extended to the coinage herein au- 
thorized, whether safd laws are penal or otherwise, for 
the security of the coin, regulating nod guarding the 
process of striking and coining, for preventing debase- 
ment or counterfeiting, or for any other purpose. And

HUMILIATION AND PRAYER. 

In view of the death of ABrATAM LINCOLN, at 
the time President of the United States, Presi- 
dent Jonson has issued a proclamation ap- 
pointing Thursday, the 25th day of May next, as 
day of humiliation and mourning, 

Our country 1s become a vast houso of grief 
and woe. 

It mourns the departed good man who was 
leading it to the promised land of peace, pros- 
perlty and unity, 

To mitigate this grief, let us bow down to Him 
who ordereth all things wisely. 

Let us acknowledge our sins as a people, pray 
their forgiveness, and supplicate the King of 
Kings, and Lord of Lords, for that mercy which 
Ho vouchsafes to those who seek it In sincerity 
and truth, 

‘That this great bereavement may be sancti- 
fied to our nation let us humble ourselves in 
the dust, and implore Divino assistance and 
comfort in this the hour of our sorrow—this the 
hour of trial for our beloved and bleeding land, 


GENERAL WALLECK’S COMMAND. 

Major-General H. W. HALrEoK, under date of 
April 2, at Richmond, Virginia, promulgates 
his order assuming command of the military 
division embracing tho Department of Vir- 
ginia, the Army of the Potomag, and that por- 
tion of North Carolina which may not be occu- 
pied by General SHERMAN, 

By this he is commander of the entire section 
included in the boundaries specified, and doubt 
joss he is aise invested with plenary power. 
Generals MEADE and Or retain their positions 

commanders of their respective armies, but 
report to him as chief of the Department. 

General HALLECK is an officer admirably 
qualified for the responsible duties which he 
assumes, His long and varied military experi- 
ence, both in the fleld and at Head-quarters in 
Washington, renders him eminently fit for 
the distinguished position to which he has 
been assigned, He is fully acquainted with the 
views of the Government, and understands 

thoroughly the policy which it desires carried 
but in the district which he commands. 


THE PLOT. 

The Secretary of War announces that there is 
sufficient proof before the authorities at Wash- 
Ington to establish the fact that the conspiracy 
to murder the President was organized in Ca- 
nada, and approved of at Richmond. The 
country will not be surprised at the intelll- 
gence, There are already foo many proofs of a 
general conspiracy to murder the chief officers 
of the Goyernment to admit of a doubt that it 
was not the work alone of JouN WiLKES BooTH 
and the parties who have been arrested. The 
Rebel plotters now in Canada were sent out 
from Richmond months ago, with orders to un- 
dertake any atrocity which thelr malignant 

‘hearts might originate, and a secret act of the 

Rebel Congress, discovered since the capture of 
‘Richmond, not only authorized such enter- 
prises, but appropriated funds for the payment 
of the robbers and assassins who were ordered 
*‘on detaehed duty.” The murders of the Pre- 
sidont, Vice President, Cabinet, and, if possible, 
General GRANT, was the “last card” of a losing 
game. Those atrocious acts were expected to 
overturn the Government, and prodnce a 
state of anarchy. Like all other unrighteous 
Bchemes of these wicked men, it failed. The 
President, kindly-hearted” and forgiving, was 
stricken down; the Secretary of State was as- 
Saulted, but except in the grief and horror cre- 
ated by these crimes, the conspiracy defeated 
itself. 

The spirit of mercy which was, spreading 
through the land under the influence of ABRA- 
HAM LINCOLN has been checked. A stern man 
takes the place of the marlyr, a man who pro- 
claims that the laws against treason shall be 
faithfully executed. The nation will uphold 
him in severe measures, and when the truths of 
the origin of this conspiracy are divulged, the 
miserable specimens of chivalry who ordered 
these atrocities will be held toastern and san- 
guinary punishment, = 

We hope that the Canadian authorities will, 
upon the facts being laid before them, execute 
their own laws, which are severe against all ef- 
forts to disturb the peace of a neighboring coun- 
try. A demand for the extradition of the parties 
engaged in the conspiracy in Canada should be 
made, and if the evidence is clear it \ill not be 
swellfor the officers of that Government to re- 
fase to execute it, or to allow miserable tools of 
eceasion like Sarr and Courso to obstruct 
the course of justice, 


A PRACTICAL ENTERPISE QUASHED: 

The United States did not give notice of its 
desire to terminate that part of the treaty with 
Great Britain which limited the number of 
armed vessels which might be placed on the 
Jakes, a moment too soon. Another plot to com- 
mit piracy on those waters has been discovered 
in Canada, the principal scoundrel being one 
‘Wa. L. McDONALD, a Rebel refugee, who was 
assisted by a certain GEorGe T. DENISON, a 
Canadian, and a City Councilman of Toronto, 
They hadtitted up 4 steamer called the Georgian, 
and Toaded her with shells, hand grenades, gun- 
powder and “Greek fire,” the intention being 
to run out upon the lakes and capture and de- 
‘stroy unarmed American merchant vessels, 
Luckily the scheme. was divulged and the 
Canadian authorities seized the steamer and ar- 
rested DENISON. Whether McDoNALD was 
taken does notappear. As this vessel never got 
out of the Canadian jurisdiction, the case is free 
from any difficulties as todemands which might 
be made by the United States. The parties are 
amenable to the laws of Canada, which are very 
severe in their provisions. We shall expect that 
these Inws will be vindicated, and that tho 
Canadian Government will show that it can not 
only detect plots to violate the neutrality of that 
Provinoe, but that it will also punish the con- 
spirators who have engaged in this plot against 
its sovereignty and its duty as a neutral. 


WILSON’S HANDS TIED. 

The consequences of the unfortunate armistice 
sutered into by General SHERMAN with Joun- 
sTON, areshown inthe intelligence which has 
“been received of the capture of Macon, Georgia, 
‘General WILSON took possession of that place 
+on the 30th,” 80 says the official Gazette, prob- 
‘ably the 13th of April is meant, He was at 
‘elma April 2d, He secured as prisoners Lieu- 
tevant-General GusTayus W.SmirH, and that 
Snotorlous Rebelleader Howext Copy, who holds 
‘a commission 18 Major-Gencral of the Georgia 
Militia, withothers. These persons having been 
rised of the manner in which JoHNSTON had 
oulwitted SHERMAN in his peace negotiations, 
plaim the benefit ‘of that arrangement, The 
message from WiIISON to SHERMAN was tele- 
graphed through the Rebellines, The reply was 
that WILSON should withdraw from Macon, and 
old his command for further ordersyuniess the 
Rebels should attempt to alter the condition of 
things, The result is that Wi180Nn’s bands are 


bee 


tied in the prosecution of his campaign, and the 
Rebels haye sufficient notice of his movements 
to guard against his operations at other places, 
which he had intended to attacls. 

Wirson is in such a situation that he cannot 
be easily communicated with, and itis not to 
be supposed that the Rebels will allow informa- 
tion of the termination of the arrangement 
with Jounston to be telegraphed through their 
lines. W11s0N may, therefore, be kept idle for 
weeks, when he shonld be in action, and the re- 
sult may be detrimental to the National inte- 
rests, 

The course of Wrrson {after he left Selma 
must have been nearly due east. He captured 
Montgomery, and most probably Columbus and 
Knoxville {n Georgia, «Whether his route was 
to Columbia and Charldtte, so as to throw his 
forces in the way of JOHNSTON retreating south, 
are matters for speculation. He was evidently 
co-operating with SHERMAN, and not with 
CANBY or STEEL, beyond tho assistance which 
he gave to the latter in Alabama, Had he not 
been checked by this order, he would by this 
time be near to the Rebol outposts in North Ca- 
rolina, In his prosent situation he will be tied 
up by his orders, whilst JouNsSTON may avoid 
him if he attempts to get away from Grant,

Since the crime of JonN WivKESs Boor, who 
is reported to be physically. handsome, although. 
morally he is a frightful monster, every good 
looking fellow in the country bas been in danger.

FROM THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC 


HIFAD-QUARTERS ARMY OF THE Porosac, April 
23.—Reports are current here that muny of ourmen 
have been found murdered In the vicinity of houses 
throughout the country, but notwithstanding the 
stricteat inquiry no confirmation of them can bo ob- 
tained. 

A delegation of citizens from Danville came through 
to head-quarters yesterday, with a petition from the 
President and Directors of the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad, asking permission to reopen thelr road, sny- 
ing that all the rolling stock was at Danville and in 
good condition. _ 

The communication was telegraphed to General 
Grant, who replied that their request could begranted, 
provided they would take the oath of allegiance. ‘The 
Government retains the rightto take possession of the 
road ntany time they see proper. It is believed the 
cars on this route will be running In two or three days, 
aus the track J almost in as good order as before Leo's 
retreat. 

It was learned from theso gentlemen that Jeff. Davis 
had been in Danville some two or three weeks since, 
but that he bad lef, and his present whereabouts is 
unknown tp them, 

Targenumbers of oltizens appear daily at the office 
of the Provost Marshal at Headquarters, to take the 
oath and osking that their homes and property be pro- 
tected by placiug guards over them, so that they may 
be able to save enough from the rapacity of stragelers 
to keep thelr families from starving, until they can 
raiso their crops the coming season. 

‘Their requests, however, aro Tefused on the ground 
that It would require about an army corps to supply 
allwho ask, and this of course cannot be thought of 
Whether the reason for refusal is. valld one, the mili 
tary authorities alone can judge, but many think that 
a single brigade would be able to perform the duts 

‘At the earnest solicitation of the citizens of Farm- 
ville for protection, the Fourth New York Volunteers 
have been detailed as a guard for that town, and will 
remain there until matters become settled. 

‘The army still remains In the vicinity of Burkesville 
Junction. and no further change will be made In Its 
disposition until officini news Is recelyed from General 
Sherman. No troops from this army have gone to- 
wards him, as it was believed that he was fully able to 


look after Johnston with the forces he had.

Whereas, By my direction, the Acting Secretary of 
State, in a notice tothe public,of the 17th, requested thre 
Various religious denominations to assemble on the 
19th inst., on the occasion of the ohsequies of Abraham 
Lincoln, late President of the United States, and to 
observe the same with appropriate ceremonies; but 

Whereas, Our country bas become one great house of 
moutning, where the head of tho family has been 
taken away, and believing that a special period should 
be assigned tor agai humbling ourselves before 
Almighty God, in order that the bereavement may be 
sanctified to the nation; 

Now, therefore, in order to mitigate that grief on 
earth which can only be asscaged by communion with 
the Father in Heaven, and in compliance with the 
wishes of Senators and representatives in Congress, 
communicated to me by resolutions adopted at the 
National capital, 

I, Audrew Johnson, President of the United States, 
do hereby appoint Thursday, the 25th day of May next, 
to be observed, wherever in the United States the flag 
of the country muy be respected,as nday of humiliation 
and mourning. And I recommend my fellow cltivens 
then to assemble in their respective places of worship, 
theretounite insolemn serviceto Almighty God in 
memory of the good man who has been removed, 50 
that all shall be occupied at the sume time in contem- 
Plation of his virtue, and in sorrow for his sudden and 
yiplent end. c

GENERAL HALLECK ASSUMES COMMAND IN’ 
VIRGINIA—HE IS INVESTED WITH PLENARY 
POWERS—HIS INAUGURAL ORDERS, ETC., ETC.

RICHMOND, Saturday, April 22, 1855-10 P. M. 
The New Commander. 

General Henry Wager Halleck to-day formally as- 
sumed command of the Military Division of the James 
by issuing the following order:—

It will be noticed that the order specially embraces the 
Army of the Potomac, and with equal distinctness ex- 
cludes the command of General Sherman. It is 
rumored, howeyer, although no official promulgation 
hiss yet been made of the fact, that the Department of 
Virginia is to be subdivided into two, the Northern 
and Southern; the first embracing all that partof the 
State north of the James, to continue under Ord, and 
the remainder ofthe State south of the James tobe 
under Meade, That some such arrangement will be 
made is more than probable, a3 at present ‘there is, or 
more correctly might be, some clashing of the discord- 
ant elements {n Virginia. 

‘The arrival and duties of Brigadier-General Dent, 
have already been alluded to in these letters, but the 
following order puts tho case in o clearer light than 
the limited knowledge I then possessed would admit.

One fact 
deserves attention, that these men all belong tothe 
cavalry, who, under their gallant leader, General She- 
ridan, captured these colors from the enemy's Infun- 
try. They are deserving any indulgence which thelr 
General may have asked for them, or you may see fit 
togrant.!’ 
fe Speech of Secretary Stanton. 

‘The Secretary of: War replied:—In the name of the 
people of the United States, of the President, and of 
this Department, I retarn to General Sheridan, to 
your companions {n arms and to yourselves, thanka— 
thanks for the loyal patriotism and valor which have 
brought such trophies into the archives of this depart- 
ment, thanks for your devotion to your country’s 
cause. It{s with profound grief that I cannot return 
to you the thanks of the late Prosident, who, since 
youwon these spoils, has gone from the highest pinna- 
cle of honor and glory in this world to the right hand 
of God, where, if it be permitted mortals to look upon 
what is passing in the world beneath, now sees what 
is transpiring in this chamber. The very day after 
his return from Richmond F passed with him some of 
the happiest moments of my life. 

Our henrts beat in exultation at your victories, bo- 
‘cause we belloved they would bring the speedy return 
of an henorable peace, and the re-eatublishmont of 
the authority of the Constitution and the laws over 
the whole United States, To him who now fills his 
place thesame loyalty, the same courage, the same 
devotion are due. He will beto you what his prede- 
cessor has been—watching with interest everything 
that cohéerna his country's cause, and that will in any 
degree tend to the re-establishment of the Constitution 
and laws of the United States, and afford a just 
reward for the valor, courage and patriotism of 
{ts soldiers. If you have ono friend less upon 
earth now that Abraham Lincoln has passed away, 
Jet us rejoice that you have one moro friend in 
heaven, and that 9 man fills his place who, by the 
blessing of God, will complete his work. ‘The late Pre- 
aldent watched the battles in which these flags were 
won with grent ond absorbing interest. Ho has fallen 
because he never would have allowed them to 
be again raised in defiance against the Stars and 
Stripes, the banner of the United Stutes, and so Jong as 
the people andarmy are true to themselves, that event 
never again will happen. The blood that has been 
shed, the victories won, will not go for naught, but live 
in all recorded time, bearing from year to year their 
blossoms and thelr ‘fruit. “To each one of you the 
thanks ofthe Government are returned. A medal of 
honor will be awarded to each, and also a leave of ab- 
Senco, na requested by your gallant General, that you 
may severally proceed to your homes, visit your fami- 


lies and friends, and, if need be, again go forth to bat- 
tle in the nution’s cause.

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THE REMAINS OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN 


Continued from the First Page. 
@ividing line, between Pennsylyania and New 
Texsey. 

Leaving Trenton the train arrived at New 
Brunswick at about 734 o'clock, where it 
‘halted for perhaps an hour, to afford the resl- 
dents an opportunity to examine the funeral car 
snd iis treasured but inanimate contents. 
Crowds accordingly hurried in that direction. 
In the meantime minute guns were fired and 
the bells tolled. 

At8o’clock the train was again in motion. 
Twenty-five minutes past 8 o'clock, and we were 
at Rahway, and ot fifteen minutes to 9 o'clock 
‘we arrived at Elizabeth. At both of theso places 
the emblems of mourning were numerously 
seen, and the flags were draped as at the cities 
and other places previously passed. The tolling 
of bells and the firing of cannon were repeated. 
Near the latter town a party of young men dis- 
played on differently colored banners the words 
‘eparately of “Victory, Peace, Union, Grant and 
Bherman,” with the usual crape attachments. 

As we move on crowds begin to largely in- 
brease, for we are in sight of Newark 
80,000 inhabitants, The private re: 
public buildings, and stores and workshops, are 
elaborately draped, and all the flags are at half- 
mast, Opportunity is afforded from the car 
window to vidw the animated scene, Guns are 
@red and the bells toll. 

RauwAy, April 24.—The funeral train arrived 
and passed here at 5°34 

BvizABETH, April 24.—The funeral train ar- 
rived here, and left at 8:45, having stopped ten 
minates at this station, The whole population 
wore present to puy their mournful salute to the 
remains of tlie patriot dead, 

NEWARK, April 24.—Vhe funeral train lefthere 
at 922 A. M.,and will reach Jersey Olty ata 
quartor to 10 o'clock. 

All Newark, with’ the exception of those at 
the window, seem to be out of doors, Trees, 
house tops, door steps and car trucks; in faet, 
all the highestattainable positions and points 
where on unobstructed yiew could be had, were 
occupied. Throngs of people from varlous parts 
ofNew Jersey might here be measured for 
mailes; and here it should be stated, that as the 
funeral tram passed nearly every man lifted 
is hat a8 a mark of respect, and many women 
femoyed their bonnets, animated by o feeling 
similar to that which goyerned tbe opposite sex. 

‘Among the more prominent features was t he 
United States Hospital, which was suitably d e- 
sorated, and in front of which were gathered o 
large number of soldiors, some of them on 
crutches. All the patients who could moye 
themselves were drawn up in double file. Every 
one of them stood uncovered, and seemed to be 
deeply affected by the touching spectacle of the 
hearse bearing the yemains of the assassinated 
President. 

Jersey Crry,10 A, M.—Here the arrangements 
seem to be perfect, and that nothing hus been 
neglected which could give due etiect to the 
weremonies of the occasion, The coffin was re- 
moved trom the hearse-car by eight si be 
was partially covered with the American flag, 
and with flowers not yet entirely withered. 

Inthe presence of the military and of civi- 
Mans, including the escort which had followed 
the remains from Washington, it was slowly 
carried between the open ranks, while many 
male yoices sung a funeral hymn, the yocal 
music reverberating through the vast inclosure, 
which was hung with tastefully arranged em- 
biems of nourning. Ail heads were uncovered; 
and asoldier wassomuch affected by the solemn 
tones that he turned aside to weep. When the 
rorpse was leaving the station again the Har- 
monia and Hoboken quartette clubs, forming a 
chorts of about two hundred yoices, sung a tu- 
meral dirge. 

The deep and solemn tones of the blended 
yoices touched every heart, while many wept. 
At Jersey City the Joint Committee of the Com- 
mon Council, with the entire Common Coun- 
oil, his honox’ the Mayor, and a delegation of the 

cals of the State, had met previous to the 
arrival of the train., 

The remains were received, on behalf of the 
Btate of New York, by the Hon. Chauncey M. 
Depeu, the Secretary of the State, and were then 
consigned to the care of the Committee. The 
hearse was then placed on the ferry boat, and 
taken in charge by Major-General Dix. 

As the boat neared the ctty of New York the 
beils were tolled and guns tired, and on the ar- 
rival of the remains at Debrosses strect, the 
Beventh Regiment National Guard, acting as 
the guard of honor, escorted the cortege through 

veral of the strects to the City Hall, where the 
inited German societies, numbering nine hun- 
dred yoices and occupying the steps and the 
plaza in front of the City Hall, chanted dirges 
suitable to the occasion. ‘The remains were sooi 
thereafter exposed to public yiew. Thousands 
of persons witnessed the escort to the City Hall. 
The Reception at New York. 

New York, April 24.—Although the grand 
funeral procession is to take place here to-mor- 
row, the reception of the remains to-day has 
gompletely engrossed the population, Business 
is almost wholly suspended, and mourning 
emblemsand decorations are more numerous 
than ever. 

The place fixed on for the arrival of the steam- 
oat with the remains was at the foot of De- 
brosses street, which runs into Canal street at 
the intersection of Hudson street. The Seventh 
regiment,which was assigned asa guard of honor 
‘was early on duty there, with fullranks. Gen, 
Dix and staff, the Mayor and Councils, and the 
Btate olfivials, went to Jersey City at nine 
o'clock to receive the remains. 

At about half-past ten o'clock the steamer 
Jersey City, bearing the remains and the escort, 
ame to the wharf, and in a short time they. 
‘were landed, and a procession was formed, the 
City Government first, then the State officials, 
Generdl Dix and staif, the funeral car, the 
‘Washington escort, and the Seventh regiment, 
With a fine band playing the funeral march. 

The crowds on the pliers and in the adjacent 
stroets were enormous, and so they were along 
the whole route of’ the Sorters: which was 
fthrongh -Debrosses street to Hudson strect, 
through Hudson street to Canalstreet, to Broad- 
way, down Broadway to the lower end of the 
City_Hall Park, along Park Row, entering by 
the east gato of the Park to the City Hall. 

Bells were tolled and guns fired as the proces- 
sion moved. At the Park the*crowd was im- 
mense. As the coffin was carried to the City 
Hall, the German singing societies, numbering 
some hundreds of men, occupying the steps, 
gang 2 solemn dirge. 

‘The remains are to lie in state, and the public 
ere to be admitted this afternoon and evening, 
@s well as to-morrow morning. A splendid 
catafalque has been erected. Distinguished 
military men are to serve as watchers—six to- 

ther for two hours ata time—from noen to- 
Sy till, noon to-morrow. 

At that hour the grand procession is to form 
to conduct the remains through thecity. The 
route determined.on is up Broadway to Four- 
teenth strect; through Fourteenth street to Fifth 
avenue; ws Fifth avenue to Thirty-fourth street; 
through Thirty-fourth street to Ninth ayenue, 
‘to the Hudson River Railroad depot.

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Wreaths of immortelles were placed on the 
coifin by the ladies present, and at one o'clock 
the guards were placed and the general public 
allowed ingress to view the remains. 

‘The appearance of the dead President bears no 
marks of pain, but the eyes are sunken, the face 
somewhat discolored aud sallow about the lower: 
part, and dark around the eyes and cheeks. The 

lips are very tightly compressed, The remains 
will not again be exposed to view until their 
arrival at Springfield, 

Thousands of persons are in the streets await- 
ing an o) por runty, to view, for the last time, the 
face of Abraham Lincoln, but the arrangements 
for this purpose have been so poorly concelved, 
and w,etchedly carried out, that thousands will 
be disappointed, notwithstanding the body will 
be on view all night and until noon to-morrow. 

The arrangements for the procession to-mor- 
row are on an immense scale, and it will, from 
present advices, comprise from 50,000 to 70,000 
people on foot. ‘The strects through which tt is 
to pass are to be cleared of all vehicles, and all 
persons not in the procession will be restricted 
to the side walks. The ranks of the procession 
will be formed twenty deep, and minute guns 
will be fired during its passage,and the bells 
tolled, while the various chimes will peal dirges. 
Dyery nationality having an official representa- 
tive ‘here will be fully representea on the 
occasion. 

The military portion will comprise 10,000 sol- 
diers, Additional mourning decorations haye 
been placed on all the hotels und buildings 
throughout the city, and the day will be ex- 
clusively devoted by our community, to a last 
tribute of solemn respect to the remains of the 
great departed, 

After the embalmers had prepared the body 
for public ae ch and the whole lid of the 
coffin being still open, a full lengti photograph 
of tbe corpse was taken, some twenty-five 
minutes being consumed in the effort, owing to 
the subdued light. The lid was then closed, ex- 
cept enough to show the face, and the crowd was 
allowed to enter the City ‘Hall. They came 
through the east basement gate up to the main 
corridor, and thence up the steps to the yvesti- 
bule, fronting the catalalque. 

Many of the visitors were females, a large 
proportion of whom wept bitterly and one or 
two endeavored to kiss the corpse, but were 
prevented, as the masses came up With noise- 
less steps ‘and streaming eyes. It wasa most 
impressive sight; old and young, men, women 
and children, rich and poor, all passed in rapid 
review before him who could appreciate) their 
homage but in spirit. One poor Irish woman 
laid «small cross at the foot of the coffin with a 
“God preserve your soul!’ The earnestness 
and apparent fox at depositing her tribute to 
the dead visibly affected the immediate spec- 
tators. 

New Yorx, April 24, 11 o'clock P. M.—Im- 
mense crowds aré still about the City Hal}, wait- 
ing a chance to see the remains of President 
Lincoln. hrongs are constantly passing into 
and ont of the building.
